The Allies and Gerikiaey. 


The visit of the new French Premier to 
England seems to have been a remark- 
able success. M. Herriot arrived at 
Chequers last Saturday and spent the 
night as the guest of Mr. Ramsay Mac- 
donald. Extremely important conversa- 
tions took place between the two states- 
men, and when M. Herriot left Chequers 
“complete agreement '’ had been reached. 
That phrase “complete agreement” is 
suspect in Great Britain. It was used by 
Mr. Lloyd George to describe the result of 
almost every conference in which he took 
part, and Mr. Baldwin applied it to the 
result, oí his famous meeting in Paris with 
M. Poincaré; yet Anglo-French relations 
went steadily from bad to worse after 
every successive conference. On this 
occasion people will prefer to await de- 
velopments. Despite the obvious cordiality 
of M. Herriot’s meeting with Mr. 
Macdonald, they will not lose sight 
of the fact that the one great difference 
between Britain and France is the funda- 
mental difference between the Anglo- 
Saxon and the Gallic point of view, 
which cannot be bridged by a han‘4- 
shake in the garden of a country house. 
M. Herriot, like Mr. Ramsay Macdonald, 
is a Radical, and is as far removed from 
the mentality of M. Poincaré as the 
British Premier is’ removed from the 
mentality of, say, the Marquis Curzon. 
On the other hand, M. Herriot is a 
Frenchman. The manner of his policy 
may differ from that of his predecessor, 
but its direction is likely to be substan- 
tially the same. No drastic change. would 
be tolerated by public opinion in France, 
which was solidly behind M. Poincaré in 
his foreign policy. 

One of the greatest barriers against 
Anglo-French co-operation during the past 
few years has been the personality of M. 
Poincaré. No British statesman could 
warm to him. He was cold, unsympathetic 
and stubborn, a man of the highest 
integrity, but the slave of his own 
cast-iron convictions. M. Herriot seems 
to be a totally different type. He 
is from the South of France, and is as 
sympathetic dealings with his 
fellow-men as M. Poincaré was aloof and 
austere. Already he and Mr. Macdonald 
are on excellent terms, and the ‘rere 
existence of a personal bond between the 
two men will help to simplify the tasks 
that lie ahead. M. Herriot has accepted 
the Dawes Report without reserve. Al 
conference will be held in London on 
July 16th to discuss the best methods of 
putting it into operation, and representa- 
tives of Britain, Belgium, France and 
Italy will attend. Mr. Ramsay Mac- 
donald announced in the House of 
Commons, yesterday that the Govern- 
ment of the United States also would be 
invited to participate in the conference, 
and, if it accepts the invitation, a great 
advance will have been achieved.” When 
the Allies have agreed among themselves 
as to the manner of their procedure the 
German Government will be invited to 
send delegates to London, and an effort 
will be made to get rid of the reparations 
problem once for all. | 

Tha one real difficulty that lies in 
the “way. is the problem of the Ruhr 
Valley. The Dawes Report states quite 
definitely that Germany cannot be ex- 
pected to meet her financial obligations 
until she is mistress of her own soil. In 
other, words, France must evacuate the 
Ruhr Valley before there can be any real 
hope of reparations. In all probability, 
the new French Premier recognises that 
the occupation of the Ruhr was an almost

whole business. On. this point Frenchmen 
of all parties are almost unanimous, and 
the fact that even M. Herriot appointed 
as his War Minister General Nollet, who 
always was a staunch supporter of the 
Poincaré policy, stiggests that public 
opinion is forcing him to tread in his 
predecessor’s footsteps. The defeat of his 
candidate for the Presidency by M. 
Doumergue was a warning to M. Herriot 
that the bloc national is still alive in 
France, and the slightest sign of weak- 
ness in regard to the Ruhr might 
precipitate another - political crisis. 
For the. time being, therefore, 
British people will be well advised to 
build no false hopes on the result of the 
Chequers meeting.

Reduction of Prices. 

The text of the Trade Loans (Guarantee) 
Bill is published to-day. It leaves much 
to the imagination. and will stimulate 
curiosity in the Minister’s statement on 
the motion for second reading, which will 
be made to-morrow in Dail ireann. The 
Bill’s two objects are the promotion of 
employment and the reduction of retail 
prices. In the former case the Free State 
Government proposes to guarantee the 
capital and interest of loans raised by 
public authorities or corporations for the 
purpose of schemes which will provide em- 
ployment. In the latter case it proposes 
}not merely to guarantee, but to grant, 
loans for enterprises, started by public 
authorities and by associations of pro- 
| ducers and consumers, that are calculated 
to lower the prices of commodities. 
A guarantee íund limited to £750,000 
cannot be expected to make much impres- 
sion on the problem of unemployment, 
and, in any case, it is not lack of capital 
resources, but the disturbed condition ol 
the labour market, that is paralysing in- 
dustrial initiative in the Free State. If 
the Ministry of Industry and Commerce 
could restore.the discipline and bargaining 
power of Labour in Dublin and throughout 
the country, it would strike a real blow 
for the unemployed. There is a danger 
that unsound schemes may be floated tor 
the mere sake of raising money under the 
Government’s auspices, and much will 
depend on the character of the.Committee 
which will advise the Ministries in these 
matters. The Government's proposed 
attack on ‘“‘profiteering’’ has a more 
promising aspect. This Bill offers to assist 
with guarantees or actual loans, to a total 
amount of £250,000, public bodies or 
private associations whose activities will 
tend to .reduce retail prices. In other 
words, the Bill will subsidise a civic 
warfare on the “rings” which now keep 
the prices of nearly all essential com- 
modities at an unnatural level. ~ Many 
attempts have been made to break these 
“rings ’—milk  “‘rings,” fish “rings,”’ 
fruit and vegetable “rings’’. and the 
like—but all have failed, because highly 
organised interests have been too. strong 
for individual effort; and some gallant 
enterprises have collapsed, through lack 
of capital, on the very eve of success. We 
may hope that such enterprises will be 
renewed now on a4 larger scale, and the 
Government's moral support should be a 
not less valuable ally than its financial | 
aid. We suggest to the Minister of Industry 
and Commerce that the larger part of the 
grants and guarantees under this section 
ought to be concentrated on Dublin—the 
headquarters of “ profiteering ’’ in the Free 
State—since a victory won here will be a 
victory for the whole nation. On principle 
we dislike State interference with private 
business, but in this case Mr. McGilligan’s 
plan seems to be justified by the flagrancy 
of the evil. Moreover, the plan.is strictly 
experimental. The Government’s financial 
commitment is not alarming, and a time- 
limit of twelve months has been fixed for 
the operation of the Bill. 


Irish Roads. 


The Royal Dublin Society, ever ready 
to help the best interests of the Free 
State, has arranged that a lecture on 
“Road Construction and Maintenance ” 
shall be delivered on Thursday in the 
Theatre Royal. The lecturer, Mr. J. 5. 
Killick, has a distinguished record to 
support his views, since he has held the 
posts of Chief Engineer and Deputy- 
Director of Roads under the Ministry of 
Transport in London, and of British 
delegate to the International Roads 
Congress. We in Ireland have much to 
learn about road construction and mainten- 
ance, and, in order to ensure that the 
information shall reach the right ears, 
the Royal Dublin Society has invited 
representatives of all the county councils 
to be present at the lecture. The subject 
has been forced painfully of late into 
public notice, and it affects the well-being 
of the whole country. Progress cannot 
be made without good communications. 
The hardship of travel on bad roads is 
aggravated by the high rates charged by 
railway companies and by the very limited 
services that are in operation. It is too 
late now to hope for,any notable improve- 
ment in the roads of the Free State before 
th: expected arrival of visitors for the 
Horse Show and the Tailteann Games, 
and it is certain that the worst impression 
will be made on persons who are accus- 
tomed to the good roads of England and 
the Continent. The report of the Chief 
Engineer of the Local Government Board 
on the roads in King's County speaks of 
“the frightful condition of the roads ” 
and the inefficiency of the steam-rolling. 
Mr. Killick, doubtless, will be able to give 
some illuminating hints to the county 
councils’ representatives, but more is 
needed than mere technical knowledge. 
The state of our roads demands energetic 
treatment, and the longer action is de- 
ferred the more difficult the task of im- 
provement will become.

CENTENARY YEAR IN DUBLIN. 


The Dublin Committee will make a very 
special appeal to the people of Dublin to- 
rt of the work 
of the Lifeboat Institution. e record of its 
work during the past century is remarkable. 
It has been the means of rescuing nearly 60,000 
lives—i.e., 11 lives saved in every week for 
100 years. The Institution claims to be one 
of the best managed of all our charitable 
organisations. Its entire: administrative ex- 
penses for the year 1923 was only 7% of the 
total receipts. 

The cost of a modern lifeboat is £10,000, 
in contrast with the cost of the first lifeboat 
one hundred years ago—viz., £149. On the 
Irish coast there are at present stationed 25 
lifeboats, including six modern. motor life- 
boats, stationed ' at Kingstown (Dun 
Laoghaire), Wicklow, Arklow, - Wexford, 
Baltimore, and Donaghadee. Two other boats 
are under construction, and will be stationed 
at Portrush and Dunmore East. 

During the past twenty-five years the In- 
stitution has spent on the - Irish lifeboat. 
stations, including new lifeboats, houses, main-

The total revenue from Ireland ‘for the same 
period was approximately £29,000, showing 
an annual average income of £1,160.

TEMPERANCE REFORM. 


METHODIST CONFERENCE AND 
FREE STATE BILL. 


At the annual Coníerence of the Methodist 
Church in Ireland, sitting in Cork, the follow- 
ing resolution was unanimously adopted :— 
“That this, the annual Conference of the 
Methodist Church in Ireland, consisting of 
ministerial and lay representatives from all 
parts of the-country, now in session in the 
City of Cork, expresses its gratification that 
the Government.-of the Saorstat Eireann has 
introduced a measure of .temperance reform, 
of which the Conference heartily approves. 
The Conference assures the Government of the 
strong support of the members of the 
Methodist. Church in the matter, and sincerely 
hopes that the bill now before the Dail, in- 
cluding the clauses dealing with the entire 
abolition of mixed trading on licensed 
premises, may be speedily passed through all 
its stages. That copies of the resolution be 
forwarded to the President of Saorstat 
Eireann, and the Minister of Justice.”

THE PRINCE'S BIRTHDAY.

.. The only public demonstrations to-day 
in honour of the thirtieth birthday of 
the Prince pi Wales were the firing of 
Royal salutes and the flying of flags on 
Government and private buildings in the 
City and West End. A member of the 
Prince's household said this morning that 
his birthday mail had broken all records, 
and the unprecedented number of telegrams 
and letters was a proof of the ever- 
increasing popularity of the Heir to the 
Throne. The Prince, after attending to 
important of the messages, went 
a guest at the Bath Club, and on his 
return to St. James’s Palace had a yreat 
reception from the crowd assembled there 
in the hope of seeing him. A big luncheon 
party at Buckingham Palace was the 
family celebration of the day. -— . 
It is now generally recognised in Court 
circles that the Prince of Wales may have 
to take possession of Marlborough House 
before long, since Queen Alexandra does 
not intend to make use of it again, and 
has frequently expressed 4 wish that the 
Prince would live there. It 1s probable 
that. if the Prince does decide to move, 
he will have little trouble; for Queen 
Alexandra will take only her most 
cherished personal possessions, leaving the 
furniture and works of art liberally 
scattered through the building in their 
places. The house is somewhat in the 
way of being @ palace; for it possesses 
some really nne rooms and accommodation 
for a very large household. It has a 
garden with a private chapel, and its 
windows look out on the Mall on one side 
and on Buckingham Palace on the other. 


“Plain David.” 


The Star relates the following story 
á propos the Princes birthday 3 ‘The 
Prince of Wales is plain ‘David’ in the 
family circle. The Queen picked the name, 
unusual for an English Prince, out of 
seven he was endowed with at his 
christening for a curious reason. The 
night he was born at White Lodge, Rich- 
mond Park, an Irish Court lady, the 
Countess of . Waterford, very old and 
infirm, and reputed to be gifted with 
second sight, was lying ill in London. 
Late in the night her attendants heard 
her shouting. They rushed in and found 
her sitting up in bed. ‘A Prince is born, 
she told them, ‘and the old prophecy that 
a Prince called David shall bring peace 
to the nations shall be fulfilled.” When 
they sought to soothe her she pointed to 
the open window. ' Listen,’ she said, ‘the 
Royal salute from the Palace. “ A Prince 
certainly had been born about that time, 
but there was no artillery salute.

Unemploymemt. | 
The Independent Labour Party is doing: 


its, utmost to make the Government feel 


uncomfortable over the unemployment 
question, and with this view.a gréat 
number. of meetings are taking plate under 
the auspices of the party. The wea 1s 
to secure .public support for a policy 
of compulsion, so that the Government 
may be prevailed upon to adopt. more 
extensive measures,- and thus impress the 
electorate with the idea that Socialism 
is the only party able to provide a solu- 
tion to a question hitherto uhanswered. 
The extravagance of the measures pro- 
posed can be seen from the fact that they 
include higher: wages, shorter hours, no 
juvenile labour, a loan for . Russia, 
enormous electrification schemes, railway 
reconstruction and intensive building. 


Old Age Pensions. 


“When old age pensions were first 
mooted it was stated that the annual pay- 
ment involved would be simply a matter 
of a few hundred thousands of pounds. 
The cost when the pension was actually 
instituted in 1908 at the rate of five 
shillings a week for persons whose 
incomes did not exceed £21 per annum 
amounted to just over two millions. Ever 
since the cost has gone up by leaps and 
bounds; for in 1917 the amount was 
nearly fourteen ‘millions, and last year 
over twenty-three millions. The removal 
of the thrift disqualification will add 
more millions to.that total. 


Mr..W. S. Royce. 


The sudden death of Mr. W. S. Royce, 

the Labour member for the Holland with 
Boston Division, while riding in a ‘bus 
to-day, caused quite a painful sensation 
at the House of Commons, where Mr. 
Royce was widely respected. During the 
week-end his name had’ been mentioned 
in connection with the Governorship, cf 
Tasmania, and he had been home to 
Spalding to consult his friends as to his 
acceptance of the appointment.

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PREMIER'S PROMISE. 


Mr. Ramsay Macdonald in the House 
of Commons yesterday informed Sir

Mr. Lloyd George asked whether America 
would be represented at the Conference; 
whether Germany was to be invited to it; 
whether the subject matter was to be confined 
to the Dawes report; or whether there would 
be any discussion of Inter-Allied debts, and 
the question of security. 

Mr. R. Macdonald—It is highly desirable 
that America should be at the Inter-Allied 
Conference on July 16. We are not at the 
moment in communication, but a communi- 
cation to. that effect will be made to the 
American Government. With reference to 
the representation of Germany, this was dis- 
cussed, but it is at first essential that there 
should be agreement between the Allies as to 
what they are prepared to do to puf the 
report into effect.

Mr. BR. Macdonald—Will be the Dawes 
report.

The text of the ‘Trade Loans: (Guarantee) 
Bill, introduced: in the Dail last: Friday by the 
Minister for ur ó and- erce, was 
issued yesterday. It provides for Govern- 
ment guarantee or grant of loans up to 
21,000,000 ; but. actual loans are limited to 
£50,000, and are proposed only in connection 
with the ‘‘retail prices section, The prin- 
cipal and interest of Joans may be guaranteed 
for two purposes—for capital undertakings 
calculated to promote employment and for 
movements calculated to promote a reduction 
in retail prices. isk 

In respect of each of these purposes an

Minister for Industry and Conimerce jointly 
with the Minister for Finance. | 

Section 1 provides in its first sub-section 
that if the Minister for Industry and Com- 
merce, after consultation with the committee, 
“is satisfied that the proceeds of any loan 
proposed to be raised, whether within or 
outside Saorstat Eireann, by any public 
authority or by any corporation or any other 
body of persons, corporate or unincorporate, 
are to be applied towards or in connection 
with the carrying out of any capital under. 
taking, or in connection with the purchase of 
articles manufactured or produced in Saorstat 
Eireann required for the purposes of any such 
undertaking, and that the application of the 
loan in manner proposed is calculated to 
proinote employment in Saorstat Eireann, the 
Minister for Industry and Commerce may 
guarantee in such manner and form and on 
such terms and conditions as he shall think 
proper, subject to the limitations hereinafter 
imposed, and subject to the sanction of the 
Minister for Finance, the repayment of. the 
principal of such loan and the payment of the 
interest ‘theveon or the repayment of such 
principal or the payment of such interest.” 

Further sub-sections read :— 

(2) The aggregate capital amount. of the 
loans in respect of which guarantees may be 
given (whether as to principal and interest or 
as to principal only or as to interest only) 
under this section shall not exceed the sum 
of seven hundred and fifty thousand pounds. 

“ (6) No guarantee shall be given under this 
section after the expiration of twelve months 
from the passing of this Act. 

“ (4) No guarantee shall be given under this 
section in respect of a loan the proceeds or 
any part of the proceeds of which are in- 
tended to be used as working capital.’’ 


RETAIL PRICES. 


The section in which reference is made to 
retail prices is Section 2, which reads as 
follows :— | 

“ (1) If the Minister for Industry and Com- 
meice, after consultation with an advisory 
committee nominated ,by him in conjunction 
with the Minister for Finance for the purposes 
of this section, is satisfied that any loan pro- 
posed to be raised by any public authority or 
any association (corporate or. unincorporate) 
of producers, or of consumers, or of producers 
and consumers is calculated to promote a 
reduction in the retail prices in Saorstat 
Eireann of essential eommodities, the Minister 
for Industry and Commerce may either— 

(a) grant the loan upon such terms and con- 
ditions as to time and manner of re- 
payment, rate of interest, security, and 
other matters whatsoever as he shall 
think proper; or 

(b) guarantee in such manner and ‘on such 
terms and conditions as he shall think 
proper the repayment of. the principal 
of such loan and the payment of the 
interest. thereon’ or the repayment of 
such principal or the payment of such 
interest, 

subject to the limitations: imposed by this 
section and subject. to the sanction of the 
Minister for Finance. 

“ (2) The aggregate capital amount of the 
loans pranted under this section shall not ex- 
ceed the sum of fifty thousand pounds, and 
the total aggregate capital amount of loans 
granted under this section and of loans in 
respect of which guarantees are given 
(whether as to principal and interest or as to 
principal only or as to interest’ only) under 
this section shall not exceed the sum of two 
hundred and fifty thousand ‘pounds. } 
.“* (8) No loan shall ba granted or guarantee 
given under this section after the expiration 
pé: eae months from the passing of this 

ct. 

In Section 5 provision is made for. the issue 
of requisite sums out of the Central Fund, and 
power is given to the Minister for Finance to 
orrow money by means of the issue of such 
securities as he thinks proper for the purpose, 
the principal and interest to be charged on 
the Central Fund. Fees may be prescribed 
and made payable on application for a loan, 
and: also on the giving of guarantees and the 
granting of loans. A further section provides 
for statements and accounts to be Jaid before 
the Oireachtas. i 

The second stage of the bill has been put 
down for to-morrow, and, in view of the 
peculiar wording of the bill, the Minister's 
statement as to the kind of proposals he ex- 
ects will find favour is awaited with interest. 
his is especially the case with regard to the

SUDDEN DEATH OF MR. 
ROYCE, M.P. 


ON HIS WAY TO HOUSE OF 
COMMONS. -- 


Mr. W. S. Royce, Labour member for 
Holiand-within-Boston, who had been officially 
offered the Governorship of Tasmania, died 
suddenly in London yesterday afternoon while 
on his way to the: House of Commons. 

Arriving at King’s Cross from Lincoln- 
shire, Mr: Royce was going in a ’bus to West- 
minster when he was seen. to be ill, and tne 
‘bus was stopped. -A doctor was summoned, 
and Mr. Royce was removed in an ambulance 
to the Royal Free Hospital, where he was 
found to be*déad.' The body was placed in 
the mortuary of the institution pending an 
inquiry. 

Aged 67, Mr.. Royce was a native of Spald- 
ing, where in early life he worked as a joiner. 
Latér he went to South Africa, and was con- 


cerned with large railway and building con- 


tratts' “He became a landowner in his native 
country, “and twice ‘contested the ‘Spalding 
Division as Unionist without success. Just 
before the 1918 election he joined the Labour 
Party, because he considered that it had the 


better policy for the agricultural community, 


and he was, elected Labour member for 
Holland-within-Boston. 

-The Colonial Secretary (Mr. J. H. Thomas) 
was profoundly shocked when told of the 
death of Mr. Royce. ‘‘ The Prime Minister 
and I learnt,’’ he said, “to appreciste ‘his 
sterling qualities when we were together on 
a Labour mission in Czecho-Slovakia. His 
death is a loss to the whole Labour move- 
“ment.”

ALL MEMBERS OF CREW 
SAVED. 


The crew of the steamer Clan MacMillan, 
which disappeared in the Bay of Bengal last 
Saturday, have beén saved. 

Details of the circumstances in which the 
Clan MacMillan was lost are lacking, but from 
messages sent by Reuter’s Correspondents at 
Calcutta and Rangoon, it appears that she 
struck the Preparis shoal, and was so badly 
damaged that, despite the fact that the pumps 
were kept working at full pressure, she sank 
in.a few hours:

. WESTMINSTER, Monday. 

In the House of Commons this afternoon 
the heat wave had quite an effect, for light 
summer suits were in the majority, and the 
members inside them seemed to be greatly 
pleased with themselves. 

Mr. R. Richards informed Mr. Lansbury 
that the Secretary for India was arranging for 
a transcript of the recent judgment of Mr. 
Justice McCardie in the O'Dwyer-Nair case 
to be furnished to the Government of India, 
who would, no doubt, consider whether any 
observations on it might appear to be called 
for. 

The Government’s solution to the housing 
problem was put forward by Mr. Wheatley 
this evening in a speech full of confidence. He 
prided himself upon the fact that the Labour 
Government had been able to achieve what no 
other Government had done—viz., to bring 
about an agreement between the builders and 
workmen calculated to give the nation the 
number of houses it required. The bill, ex- 
plained the Minister of Health, proposed to 
amend the financial provisions of the 1923 Act 
by extending the period during which a 
subsidy was to be paid on houses, conforming 
to the conditions laid down, and it relieved 
the local authority of the obligation of satisfy- 
ing the Minister of © Health that private 
enterprise could not provide the houses re- 
quired. It was essential that the houses should 
only be let to people who intended to reside 
in them, and the rents charged would be such 
a. the tenants could afford to pay. 

The main object of the Bill, said Mr. 
Wheatley, was to secure continuity in the 
building of working-class dwellings, and the 
industry had undertaken to keep to a definite 
Short of a system 
of nationalisation, the Government had done 
everything possible to: ensure an abundance 
of labour and material. There never was a 
scheme so protected as this, and he considered 
that, so far from retarding private enterprise, 
his proposals promoted it. His own opinion 
was that private enterprise was out of date, 
and ought to be scrapped, but as the country 
seemed to desire it he had done his best. to 


secure it. 
REJECTION MOVED. 
A direct negative to the Bill was moved by 


|.Lord Eustace Percy’ in an amendment suggest- 


ing that the Bill removed none of the real 
difficulties in regard to labour and materials, 
and that an excessive. burden was being 
thrown upon the State and on _ local 
authorities, without any guarantee that there 
would be.an adequate supply of houses. The 
Bill, he said, was really a milestone in the 
wrong direction, and the Government had 
shown a complete misconception of the needs 
of the country. In fact, it was impossible 
to come to any other conclusion than that the 
Minister, when he spoke of all parties co- 
operating in a measure of this kind, was 
really talking with his tongue in his cheek. 

Mr. Masterman, speaking from the Liberal 
benches, made considerable fun of .the 
Conservative efforts in the housing line, but 
at the same time he. had no great faith in 
the Government’s scheme. . His own view was 
that the better course was to provide cheap 
money, for anyone prepared to build houses 
and let them at an economic rent. 

He did not at all favour the type of small 
brick boxes contemplated by the Bill, and was 
quite unable to understand the: fierce and 
bitter hatred which. certain members of the 
Labour Party exhibited towards people -who 
desired to. live in their own houses. Equal 
facilities should be given to a man who 
wished to buy a house for his own occupation, 


-and to him whose »im was to become a 


municipal tenant. He stated that he intended 
to vote for the second reading of the bill, but 
would certainly ask that the Committee stage 
should be taken on the floor of the House. 

- Mr. Masterman’s attitude roused the re- 
sentment of Mr. Maxton, one of the Clyde- 
siders, who suggested that the right hon. 
gentleman should fight the bill straight, and 
drop this ‘‘damnéd subterfuge.’’ 

Mr. Sexton déprecated the, parrot cry from 
the Conservative Benches as to the necessity 
of maintaining private enterprise, seeing that 
private enterprise was responsible for the pre- 
sent housing problem. ~ Once, said Mr. Sex- 
ton, he lived in Liverpool, in one room, be- 
low the pavement, with a sewer in the corner, 
and six in a bed, and a rent of 7s. 6d. a 
week was paid,for that room. 

Mr. Austen Hopkinson ran full tilt against 
the Government’s policy, and declared that if 
the truth were known Mr. Wheatley did not 
want the bill to pass, because of the ad- 
advantage its rejection would give him at an 
election. 

The Speaker ‘considered the remark a re- 
flection on the honour .of the Minister of 
Health, and Mr. Hopkinson withdrew it. 

TWO SUGGESTIONS. 

There were two. ¢oncrete suggestions in 
the course of the subsequent cebate. Mr. 
Sunlight, the Liberal member for Shrewsbury, 
advocated the creation of five thousand small 
firms, recruited‘ from,the rank and file of 
bricklayers and carpenters, and financing 
them to the extent’of £1,000 each, under the 
provisions of the Trade Facilities Act. This, 
the hon. member believed, would result in 
a production of at least 100,000 houses per 
annum. 

Mr. Wragg (Conservative) considered that 
piece-work payments would effect a marvellous 
improvement in building construction. 

Sir W. Joynson-Hicks saw nothing , good 
in the bill, and: said. that though it might 
not be murdered, it. was extremely likely 
that it would die of ricketts. He much pre- 
ferred the Conservative scheme, and he be- 
lieved it would yet be a ‘Conservative. Go- 
vernment. which ..would. solve the housing 
problem. This bill he described as a gigantic 
gamble, put forward in the hope of inducing 
people to’ believe that only the Labour Party 
could prodúce houses. 

A good deal had been said during the dis- 
cussion as to the propriety of taking the bill 
in a Committee of the Whole House, but Mr. 
Clynes could not. agree to such a course. It 
would mean asking Parliament to sit until the 
middle of September. and he enumerated a 
long list ‘of other- measures to which the 
Government were ,already committed. 

The second reading was carried by 269 votes 
to 206. | 
Much more interest attached to the division 
on the question whether the bill should go to 
a Committee upstairs, or be discussed on the 
floor of the House. It had been anticipated 
that the Conservatives.and Liberals would 
join forces to defeat the Government on this 
point. The anticipation: was justified by the 
result.

BRITISH: TRAWLERS. 


POSITION IN FREE STATE 
WATERS. 


Lord Stanley, having asked the Colonial 
Secretary whether he was aware of the great 
discontent prevalent in the British trawler- 
fishing industry. arising out of the restrictions 
imposed on British trawlers fishing in Irish 
waters outside of the three-mile limit, which 
are: not imposed on foreign trawlers, and 
whether he would make representations to the 
Irish Free State Government that this in- 
equality should be removed, 

Mr. Thomas writes, in reply, that the re- 
strictions referred to are enforceable under 
by-laws made by the Irish Department of 
Agriculture in the days before the control of 
that body had been transferred to the Govern- 
ment of the Irish Free State. After the 
establishtnent of the Free State His Majesty's 
Government. took legal advice on the consti- 
tutional question, whether the Fishery Acts 
and the by-laws made thereunder, before De- 
cember, 1922, are continued in force in the 
Irish Free State, with the same extra- 
territoriai effect as before the establishment 
of the Free State. The advice received was 
to the effect that the Acts and by-laws. in 
question remain as part of the law of the 
Irish Free State, but that no further by-laws 
can be made with extra-territorial effect by 
the Government of that Dominion, 

The Free State Government were informe] 
in September last of the nature of this ad- 
vice, and were asked whether they concurred 
in it. Their reply, received ten days ago, 
stated that they saw no reason to dissent 
from the views held by His Majesty's Govern- 
ment, and that they are accordingly taking 
steps to prosecute offenders against the by- 
laws. The restrictions at present imposed 
upon British fishermen are, therefore, iden- 
tical with those which were enforced when 
the British Government .was responsible for 
Irish fishing administration, and the position 
of foreign trawlers is similarly unchanged. 
He was aware of no .grounds on which His 
Majesty’s Government ‘would be justifed in 
asking the Government of the Irish Free State 
to refrain from exercising its rights in the 
protection of the native fishing industry.

THE WEEK’S BUSINESS IN THE

General Mulcahy has handed in the notices 
of motion concerning which he declared his 
intention last Tuesday, in his comments on 
the Army Inquiry report. He stated then 
that he would table spearate motions with 
regard to the three officers who were removed 
from their membership of the Army Council, 
to say that they should “ be restored to the 
commissions and positions they were taken 
from in the Army.” 

The text of the notices of motion will be 
printed in the Dail Order Paner to-day.

In that position they are preceded 
by the adjourned motion and amendment on 
the boundary question. Private members’ 
business ordinarily is taken on Wednesday and 
Friday, but the leader of the House has 
already stated that he will require all the 
time to-morrow for Government business. 

On the Order Paper to-day is a large num- 
ber of bills in progress, including the Ditenne 
Forces Bill and the Rates on Agricultural 
Land Bill, in Committee, and the Intoxicating 
Iiquor Bill, which is in course of debate on 
the second stage. 

To-morrow the Dail will discuss the second 
report of the Joint Committee on the Tem- 
porary Accommodation of the Oireachtas. 

The Senate will meet to-morrow, when its 
business will include the report stage of the 
Garda Siochana Bill, deferred from last week. 
Amendments made by the Select Committee 
to which the bill was referred have raised in 
an acute form—according to the Chairman’s 
statement last week—a constitutional question 
concerning the rights.of the Senate and its 
control in matters of public expenditure which 
are presented in bills, other than certified 
Money Bills. The Committee stage of the 
Railways Bill will be taken on Thursday. 

A special meeting of the Brewers’ Associa- 
tion of Ireland‘ was held yesterday in Dublin 
íor the purpose of considering the Licensing 
Bill. The various provisions of the bill were 
discussed at length, and it was decided to 
send a letter to Mr, Kevin O’Higgins, setting 
forth their objections to many of these, and 
their reasons for objecting.

_A grim discovery was made. yesterday even- 
ing in a boghole near the top of a lonely 
mountain in South Armagh. Policemen, who 
were dragging the bogtiole with irons, brought 
to the surface the remains of Mr. J. W.

The discovery of the body was the result 
of information: which reached Mr. Alexander 
Fisher, solicitor, who represented Mrs. Frazer, 
the widow, in her recent claim for £5,000 
compensation. 

When the claim was heard in the County 
Court an application was made on behalf of 
the Armagh County Council to have it dis- 
missed on the ground that there was no 
evidence as to what-had become of Mr. 
Frazer, but the presiding judge refused to do 
so, saying that the widow should get every 
opportunity of establishing her case, and he 
adjourned the hearing of the claim.

INTERESTING FISHERY 
PROSECUTION. 

A case of interest to owners and lessees of 
inland fisheries was heard at Bunclody Court, 
Co. Wexford, before Mr. J. V. Faby. 

Mr. W. E. Cochrane; the lessee from Lord 
Carew of a fishéry on the River Slaney at 
Tombrick. summoned Mr. Avcthur Chamberlain 
and Mr. Samuel L. Whymoper for enttring en 
his fishery for the purpose of taking fish with- 
out authority. The case was the subject of 
much local interest owing to the points of 
fishery law and customs involved, The de- 
fendants had travelled from England. to in- 
spect a fishery owned by Mr. Atkinson, 
Clobemon Hall, on the onposite bank to that 
of Mr. Cochrane, and were fishing, by wading 
in the water, near Mr. Atkinson’s bank. The 
complainant objected to this on the ground 
that the wader must of necessity cast beyond 
the centre of the river, and he stated in 
evidence that he had never known a person 
to wade unless he ownéd both banks of the 
river. 

Mr. J. R. Brennan, solicitor for the de- 
fendants, said that Mr. Chamberlain was 
known in the commercial world as the manager 
of Kynocks and other industrial undertakings. 
Mr. Whymper was a well-known Indian 
naturalist and ornithologist Their defence 
was that wading was nether illegal nor 
acainst the eticuette of snort. For Mr. 


.Whymper it was denied that he cast beyond 


the .centre of the river. Mr. Chamberlain 
admitted having done so. but said that it was 
not unsportsmanlike. He had considerable 
experience of English and Scottish rivers, and 
wading was not objected to there.

NEW METHOD OF FIGHTING 


CONSUMPTION. 
IRISH, TIMES FOREIGN SERVICE. 
From Qur Own CORRESPONDENT. 
BUDAPEST, Monday. 

There has recently appeared in. the prin. 
cipal medieal journal: of Hurgary an account 
of. a new treatment for all kinds of tuber- 
culous’ diseasé, ‘including gland, bone, and 
lung affections, which has peen applied during 
the. past three years by 'a young Budapest 
physician, Dr. Aladar Baneth. _ 

During a visit to Budapest I have taken 
the opportunity to ask Dr. Baneth, who is 28 
years oÍ age, to explain his treatment. He 
stated that during his student davs. he 
spent much time in research in the so- 
called “specific anti-toxin’’ treatment of 
tuberculosis, but subsequently ,turned his at- 
tention particularly to chemical therapeutic 
methods. ' 

The treatment, which has finally resulted, 
is a simple injection into a vein of a liquid 
which he has named ‘‘ Tetrosan,’’ containine 
three chemical agents. These, he said, 
evolve in the body itself a fourth agent with 
very powerful antiseptic action. 

According to his own description. the 
hquid is disseminated in the blood stream 
throughent the whole body, into all <he 
diseased tissues, even into those whose blood 
and lymphatic vessels, being déstroyed, could 
not’ be reached hitherto. 

He likened: the process to a gas attack from 
within on the disease germs. 

“ Tetrosan,’” he added, does not at ance 
absolutely. destroy the. bacilli, for an agent 
acting so powerfully would injure or even 
destroy essential, organs, but it reduces the 
vitality of the bacilli to such a degree that 
the organism is able to assert itself effectively.

Road 
administration, as carried out by the Council 
and county officials, he was convinced, was 
bad, and the results of expenditure in road 
maintenance was, about as bad as could 
obtain. 

Mr. Boland said that while the Chief 
Engineer attacked the Council he had offered 
no suggestions as to what the Council ought 
to do. He, therefore, proposed that the report 
should be marked read. 

Mr. O’Kelly said that a number of their 
roads were bog roads, and not at all suitable 
to heavy motor traffic. The motor tax would 
not keep a half-mile of these roads in the 
condition their critics expected. 

Mr. Bermingham asked why Mr.. Quigley 
had not called for a sworn inquiry if the con- | 
ditions were as he described them. - 

The County Surveyor said that the heavy 
motor traffic was the cause of the deterioration 
of the roads. | 

Mr. Finn said that the report was abuse 
and should not be considered at all.

FATAL STREET 
ACCIDENTS. 


MAN AND CHILD KILLED. 


A verdict of accidental death was re- 
turned at an inquest in the Dublin Morgue 
yesterday on John Murphy, aged 50, a mason, 
of Glasmuckey, Tallaght, who died in ‘the 
Meath Hospital last Saturday, shortly after he 
had been knocked down on the road between 
Terenure and Templeogue by a motor car, 
driven by Mr. Herbert Percy Taylor,  stock- 
broker, Kenilworth square, and St. Andrew 
street. Mr. Taylor was exonerated; —; 

One. witness stated that, in an effort to 


Mr., Taylor swerved and collided with a dairy 
cart. Another witness, however, expresséd 
the belief that Mr. Taylor could have made 
a greater attempt to avert the accident if he 
had applied his brakes. Murphy’s skull was 
fractured, and it was held that his death was 
due to shock and hemorrhage following 
laceration of the brain. 

A similar verdict was returned in the. case 
of Patrick Fitzpatrick, aged two years, of 24 
Coleraine street, Dublin, who sustained a 
fractured skull when knocked down in Cole- 
raine street on Saturday by a breadvan, 
driven by Albert Good, of 18 Ivor street, 
Dublin. It was stated that Good could not 
have seen tle child, and he was exonerated. 


In the Dublin Police Court yesterday, Mr.

MONAGHAN FARMERS SUED. 
Beforé Mr. Justice O'Shaughnessy and a 
‘special jury, an action cáme on. for hearing 
in which the Belfast Banking Co., Ltd., 
claimed £7,448 Qs. 6d. from Patrick McGahon, 
Castlebleyney, merchant; John McGeough, 
Annaglave; Francis McElroy, Clarcoghiil; 
Peter Boyle,  Drumcrew; /William Bailey, 
Tallyvin; W. J.-Hill, Tullinacronatt ; Thomas 
S. McBride, Moy; Thomas Watters, Killy- 
gola; Michael Murtagh; Moneyglen; Peter 
Martin, _Cornamucklagh; James 
Drumcrew ; Robert Dickson, Corrinary ; James 
Watters, Derrycieevy; Joseph Smyth, Tattin- 
clave; Peter O'Reilly, Lurganmore, ‘and 
Francis Duffy, Drumalish, all of whom are 
farmers.
